Each year in addition to offering academic courses 
for credit, the Illinois public community colleges strive to meet the 

of their local communities by offering public service programs 
consisting 9? non-credit community education courses arid other 
activities of an educational nature siich_ as workshops , conferences , 
seminars^ forums , and exhibits. In fall 1986 , $6 of the 50 colleges 
in the system reported enrollments of 58 642 participant! in 
noncredit courses^ representing a 7.3% increase over 1985. The 
colleges offered nearly 3 , 000 workshops , conferences , arid semiriars , 
serving a total of 68^178 participants. The colleges sponsored over 
2,7QG ' other types of community service activities, such as forums, 
exhibits^ concerts, plays, and lecture series, with a total estimated 
attendance of nearly 355 , 150 people. Both the number of activities 
and estimated attendance had declined from the previous year. Iri 
summary, the Illinois community colleges served 58 , 642 individuals 
through non-credit courses and sponsored approximately 5,700 
community service activities attended by over 423,000 people during 
fall 1986. The report provides data by district and college on 
male/female ^ community education enrollment , and number of community 
service activities and participants.

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COMMUNITY EDUCATION (NON-CREDIT) ENROLLMENTS AND 
COMMUNITY SERVICE ACTIVITIES SURVEY REPORT: FALL 1986 

REPORTS Each year in addition to offering academic courses for 
credit, the Illinois public community colleges strive to meet the 
needs of their local areas by offering public service programs. 
Public service programs consist of hbh-credit community education 
courses and other activities of ah educational nature such as 
workshops, conferences, seminars, forums, and exhibits. in order to 
ascertain the extent of public service activities within the community 
college system of Illinois, the Illinois Community College Board 
conducts a survey of community education {non-credit J classes and 
other community service activities provided by the colleges during the 
fall term. 

Table i presents a summary of the uhduplicated number of people 
taking community education (non-credit) courses during the 1986 fall 
term. Forty-six of the fifty colleges reported enrollments in non- 
credit courses totaling 58,642 participants. This represents a 7.3 
percent increase over the fall 1985 enrollment of 54*637 non-credit 
students. Approximately 63 percent of the fall 1986 hon-credit 
students were females.

FALL 1986 COMMUNITY EDUCATION (MOB-CREDIT) ERROLLMEWt 
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A summary of the number of community service workshops, 
conferences, and seminars conducted by the colleges during the fall 
term and the number of participants are presented in Table 2. The 
number of participants represents a total count which may include 
duplicates in more than one activity- The colleges offered nearly 
3,000 workshops, conferences, and seminars with a total of 68*178 
participants. Whiles more workshops, conferences, and seminars were 
held in the fall of 1986 compared to fall 1985, the number of 
participants decreased slightly. 

Table 3 presents a summary of the number of other types 6£ 
community service activities such as forums, exhibits, concerts, 
p^ys, lecture series, etc., that were sponsored by the colleges 
during the 1986 fall term. The colleges sponsored over 2*700 such 
activities with a total estimated attendance of nearly 355,150. Both 
the number of activities and estimated attendance ^iave declined from 
last year when over 3,400 activities with over 404,175 participants 
were sponsored. 

In summary, the Illinois public community colleges served 58*642 
individuals through non-credit courses and sponsored approximately 
5,700 community service activities attended by over 423,000 people 
during the 1986 fall term.
